Reſtore the ſame, is to allow and authorize the Incorporation 
it ſelf, and whole Members thereof, to whom the ſaid Li- 
berties and Privfledges were originally granted, to make a 
new Choice and EleCQion of Magiſtrates and ordinary Coun- 
cil ; Therefore the ſaid Eſtates, Do hereby Authorize and 
Require, Sir James Rocheid and ZEncas Mileod, preſent Town- 
Clerks of Edinburgh, to conveen the whole Burgeſſes, who 
has born, and-does bear. Burfage-Duty,, and are lyable to 
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Watching and Warding within-the City, (excluding from 
this number, all Honorary Burgeſſes, with the Town-Ser- 
vants, Penſioners, Beed-men and the like) to meet upon 
Wedneſday next, the tenth inſtant, at eight a Clock in the 
Morning, in Saint-Gezls Church, with continuation of Days, 
to the NY that the ſaid Burgeſſes, and eachof them may 
give in their ſubſcribed Liſts of rwenty five Perſons, to be the 
Magiſtrates and ordinary Conncil.of the ſaid Burgh, accord- 
ing as the plurality of Votes ſhall determine, and that they 
giye in their Burgeſs-Tickess to ghe Clerks timoully, ;,thar 
they may, be Tay Wi bilorſ.ebs Pier off (BleQibri.? » rid 
the' Eſtates Do Nemfrrate *and Appoint "the perſons 4ter- 
named of their own Number, viz. The Lords Barganie 
and Belheaven, Sir Fohn Maitland and the Laird of Richar- 
tour, Mr. James Ogilvie and Mr. James Smollet to be pre. 
ſent, and to, ſee the foreſaid EleQion made ; and. Appoints 
the forefaid Magiſtrates: and Council, ſo'choſen, to con- 
tinue until the firſt Taeſday after Michaelmaſs next, that 
then, on that day, a new Election for the enſuing year, 
of both Magiſtrates, .

preſent” Magiſtrates: to- continue till the Taid new Ele&ivn 
made : And Appoints theſe Preſents to be immetfately 
Publiſhed -'at the' Mercat-Crols of Edinburgh, by Macers, 
or Mefſengers at Arms, mm the uſual Way. 2
